A few  years  ago  the  mortality  rate 
from  Influenza  meningitis  was  05  to 
9B  per  cent,  said  Dr.  Little,  Today, 
with  these  advances,  more  than  half 
of  the  rases  end  with  complete  re- 
covery »nd  the  children  are  normal 
both  physically  and  mentally. 


HALIFAX  June  15  tCP-  — Prime

The  Prime  Minister  expressed  the 
belief  that  the  problem  of  helping 
Europe  rould  only  be  met  in  n basic 
way”  by  Increaring  production 
"Anything  limiting  proriunton." 
Mr  King  said,  "postpones  'the  day 
of  prosperity  and  the  day  to  which 
wr  are  all  looking  forward." 

Mr  King  said  he  had  cut  *h*>rt 


his  planned  visit  to  Europe  to  com* 
home  because  of  "urgent  problem* 

"These  problems  were  urgent  be- 
fore I left  and  I would  not  have 
gone  to  London  at  all  if  the  confer- 
ence date  had  not  been  fixed  well  in 
advance" 

Asked  about  the  posaibilitv  of  re- 
convening the  Dominion-Provincial 
Conference  which  adjourned  indef- 
initely May  3.  the  Prime  Minister 
commented  “we  are  all  hopeful  that 
we  may  be  able  to  work  out  what  U 
best.

When  Chief  .Justice  Sloan  handed  down 
his  findings  in  the  lumber  dispute  most 
citizens  of  British  Columbia  thought  that 
the  recommendations  were  impartial  and  fair 
to  both  parties  to  the  deadlock  I hcy  were 
surprised  when  acceptance  on  the  part  of  the 
lumber  operators  was  not  matched  by  the 
organization  which  had  precipitated  the 
strike.

What  happened  next  was  not  so  welcome 
to  the  general  public  It  was  a clear-cut 
effort  to  use  a show  of  force  The  march 
on  the  capital  of  British  Columbia,  coupled 
with  the  demand"  that  the  Government 
force  the  lumber  operators  to  rc  enter  nego- 
tiations were  interpreted  by  most  as  a straight 
political  manoeuvre  The  Government,  act- 
ing in  the  name  of  all  of  the  people,  had  no 
authority  to  force  anyone  under  the  circum- 
stances I ikcwise.  the  thought  that  the 
machinery  of  governance  itself  could  be 
coerced  was.  and  is.  repugnant  to  all  thinking 
people. 

The  decision  reached  by  the  British  Colum- 
bia Government  therefore,  was  the  correct 
one.  and  clearly  the  only  one  that  could  be 
made  under  these  circumstances.  I his  is 
still  a country  of  free  will.  Mass  lobbies 
and  pressure  tactics  not  only  will  not  gain 
their  ends,  but  will  forfeit  for  their  wicldcrs

It  was  on  the  of  November  M |S. 

1940.  that  the  Luftwaffe  loosed  ns  horror 
on  the  ancient  citv  of  Coventry  in  a savage 
attack  that  lasted  from  sunset  to  dawn  The 
baleful  addition  to  the  Lngltsh  language  it 
left  in  its  wake  symbolized  the  destruction 
caused  that  terrible  night  among  the  people 
and  their  most  treasured  and  venerated  po* 
sessions,  including  the  historical  Coventry 
Cathedral.  Now-  six  years  later  plan*  arc 
completed  so  that  this  famous  ihurcb  may 
rise,  not  merely  Phcemx  like  from  its  ashes 
but  also  as  a challenge  to  the  spirit  ol 
Christian  unity. 

The  new  design,  described  as  "an  imagi- 
native act  of  Christian  statesmanship  dd
